As early as 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing the thermometer had climbed 
to 100 degrees, a mark it has 
reached or exceeded, with on. ex- 
ception, for 11 consecutive days. 
The exception was last Wednesday 
when the maximum temperature 
was 99 degrees. 

About 6000 WPA workers, as- 
signed to outdoor work in quarries 
and along the River des Peres, 
were sent home this afternoon be- 
cause of the excessive tempera- 
ture. WPA Administrator Joseph 
Amend said they would have an 
opportunity to make up the lost 
working time later. 

Weather Forecaster Roscoe 
Nunn said relief might come with- 
in 12 hours, but likely would not 
arrive until tomorrow. He thought 
tomorrow’s maximum temperature 
would be in the lower nineties, with 
a maximum in the eighties Thurs- 
day as the mass of cooler air mov- 
ing eastward from the Northwest 
makes its influence more fully ef- 
fective. 

Drug supply houses have been 
unable to keep.up with the demand 
for salt tablets, which physicians 
recommend for replacing salt lost 
from the body by prespiration. 
Many industrial firms keep a sup- 
ply of the tablets, usually 10-grain 
size, available near.drinking foun- 
tains for use by their employes. At 
one large drug supply firm it was 
said there was a shortage of the 
tablets at present, but that an ade- 
quate supply would be _ available 
within a few days. 

Hottest Night of the Year. 

Last night was the hottest of the 
year, and St. Louisans by the thou- 
sands slept in the open—in their 
yards, in the parks, and beside their 
automobiles on St.: Louis County 
roads. Every low spot along the 
nearby highways, where tempera- 
tures were a degree or two lower 
than elsewhere, had automobiles 
parked just off the road and on 
the ground nearby were persons 
trying to sleep. 

The official temperature at mid- 
night, recorded at the New Federal 
Building, was 95. It fell one de- 
gree in the next hour, was 91 at 2 


o'clock, 90 at 3. At 4 o’clock it was | 


88, and the low point, 87, was 
reached at 5 a. m. 

Excessively high temperatures 
were recorded. all over the State. 
Moberly had 112; Jefferson City, 
110; Kansas City, 105; Poplar Bluff, 
105, and Springfield, 102. An un- 
shaded street thermometer in 
Brookfield reached 131 and burst. 

Thundershower at Hermann. 

Hermann, Mo., had a_ thunder- 
shower last night which afforded 
some temporary relief there, and 
Springfield reported a thunderstorm 
without rain. 

Forecaster Nunn said the low 
pressure area which developed yes- 
terday over Western Tennessee had 
spread to Southern Illinois Moaay. 
and was well organized. This will 
help to pull in the cooler air that 
has been slowly moving in from the 
Northwest, he said. 

The change to cooler weather, he 
thought, would come quite grad- 
ually, and he did not say that to- 
night would be much more com- 
fortable than last night. 


The City Hospital and St. Louis | 


County Hospital staffs were busy 
administering to persons taker 
there suffering from heat prostra- 
tion. At the City Hospital yester- 
day 52 were admitted for treatment 
and 12 others were able to leave 
after receiving first aid. 

Residents of St. Louis used 193.- 
816,480 gallons of water yesterday 
in an attempt to get relief from 
the heat and to prevent the des- 
truction of their lawns and trees 
from the drouth. Water Depart- 
ment officials said it was probably 
the second largest amount of water 
to be consumed in one day in St. 
Louis, the record being 196,957,850 
gallons on July 12, 1930.

| Discharge of an operating engi- 
‘neer at the Shell Petroleum Co. plant 
at Roxana, Ill, after the man was 
said to have been found asleep on 
duty, resulted in a strike which (o- 
day caused a virtual shutdown of 
the plant, with 2200 employes. 

The strike was called by the Op- 
erating Engineers’ Union, after a 
ballot was take. by the members 
of Local 525 of the union. H. H. 
Stiles, acting manager of the plant, 
said today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the company’s rules re- 
quired discharge of any employe 
sleeping on duty, but that arbitra- 
tion of the case was offered by the 
company and refused by the union, 
before the strike vote. 

About 750 of the employes are 
members of the Engineers’ Union. 
The other 1450 employes are mem- 
bers of affiliated unions, but no 
strike has been called thus far by 
the other unions. However, Man- 
ager Stiles said it would be impos- 
sible to operate the plant without 
the engineers, who were called off 
the job by.the strike order as their 
shifts terminated, beginning yester- 
day ‘ i en 

Company Posts Notice. 

A notice posted at the plant by 
the acting manager said: 

“The company feels it is fully 
within its rights to refuse to con- 
tinue on the pay roll employes who 
are neglectful of their duty. The 
company cannot let threats by any 
organization interfere with its 
rights. 

“We regret to advise that if this 
strike takes place it will be neces- 
sary in the next few days to lay 
off all crafts with the exception of 
a skeleton force because of the 
hazardous conditions created, lack 
of work due to the shutdown of the 
units and insufficient service facili- 
ties such as air, steam and heat.” 

Union Spokesman’s Version. 

Joseph R. Kelahan, secretary and 
business agent of Local 525, Inter- 
national Union of Operating Engi- 
neers, said today that the strike 
resulted from a series of labor dif- 
ficulties dating back for several 
months, 

“The engineers’ working agree- 
ment with the refinery expired sev- 
eral weeks ago,” Kelahan _ said, 
“but due to the company’s refusal 
to discuss wages at that time, it 
was agreed verbally that neither 
party would disturb working con- 
ditions prior to a conference to be 
held Aug. 17, and that wage mat- 
ters would not be discussed until 
then. 

“Prior to July 1, the manage- 
ment sent letters to a majority of 
the employes individually, offering 
them wage increases on a basis of 
‘co-operation and efficiency.’ Re- 
cently, also, a controversy arose 
when the company attempted to 
have the employes sign individual 
employment agreements, in con- 
nection with certain questionnaires 
handed to the men, who were 
given to understand that this 
would be necessary in order for 
them to be eligible for any benefit 
under the Federal Social Security 
Act.

Farnsworth, Dismissed 
From Service in 1927 


Seized in’ Washington. 


BOND SET AT $10,000

Arrest Follows Long Period

During Part of Which He 
Was in St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Secret- 


long vigil by naval officers and 
Justice Department agents, John 8. 
Farnsworth, a former Lieutenant- 
Commander the Navy, 
charged today with sending a con- 
fidential naval publication to an 
agent of the Japanese navy. 

A former resident of Cincinnati, 
he had been dismissed from. the 
service nine years ago on charges 
of conduct prejudicial to the Navy. 

Farnsworth was arraigned  be- 


fore United States Commissioner 
Needham C. Turnage and pleaded 
not guilty. Turnage set his bond 
at $10,000, which he was unable to 
make immediately. 

Preliminary Hearing July 29. 

Preliminary hearing was post- 
poned until July 29. 

“I want to go to the hospital for 
a few days,” the prisoner told the 
Commissioner. “I’m feeling pretty 
well shot.” 

Farnsworth was taken into the 
courtroom handcuffed. No lawyer 
appeared for him. 

Roger Robb, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, said 
Farnsworth would be taken to Gal- 
linger Hospital for treatment be- 
cause of “his highly nervous con- 
dition.” 

Robb intimated the man had 
faced constant questioning for a 
number of hours. 

Farnsworth said he had been 
very ill and was “picked up” when 
he went to his former wife’s home 
\for clean clothing. “I’ve had dou- 
ble pneumonia, neuritis and arth- 
ritis,” he told reporters. 

Admits Talking With Orientals. 

He said he had talked with repre- 
sentatives of some Oriental Govern- 
ment at one time about the possi- 
bility of going abroad to organize 
an aviation corps. 

“Of course, large pay was talked 
about, and I was going to get a 
commission,” he said. “I don't 
know whether it was fhe Chinese or 
the Japanese I talked to.” 

“Were these documents they talk 
about part of the deal?” a reporter 
asked. 


“All I was trying to do was to 
get some proof that I was in the 
service and knew what it was all 
about,” he replied. 


The warrant against Farnsworth 
charged that on May 15, 1935, he had 
delivered to an officer of the Jap- 
anese navy a book entitled “The 
Service of Information and Secur- 
ity,” a confidential publication of 
the United States Navy. He did 
this with reason to believe that the 
book was to be used to the injury 
of this country, the charge said. 

Farnsworth told reporters that he 
knew nothing of any confidential 
papers, but that some papers relat- 
ing to naval matters had been stol- 
en from his home in Chevy Chase, 
Md., while he was residing there 
|about a year ago. 

Papers Obsolete, He Says. 

He said that, while the papers 
stolen were official navy documents 
they were his personal property and 
had been obsolete for many years. 

He said he had shown the docu- 
ments to several persons and that 
the theft took place shortly after-

of a confidential nature. 


At intervals during the past sev- 
eral years, Farnsworth said, he had 
been a representative of the United 
American Bosch Co., and in that 
capacity had dealings with the 
Japanese Government. He said he 
was not representing that company 
at present. 

Farnsworth said he spent much 
of his time traveling, but lived here 
and at his home in Cincinnati. He 
added he had been here for several] 
days and had spent one night sleep- 
ing on a desk in a downtown office. 

The former officer had _ been 
watched for several vears, he said. 
and had spent most of that time 
in Washington and St. Louis. 

State Department officials told 
reporters the affair probably would 
not be taken to the attention of the 
Japanese Government through dip- 
lomatic channels.

HUGH K. WAGNER DIS 
OF HEAT EXHAUSTION 


Lawyer's Body Found in Liv-;Cold Air From 


ing Quarters Adjoining Of- 
fice at 721 1-2 Chestnut. 


Hugh K. Wagner, an attorney 
who for many years was active in 
St. Louis Republican politics, wus 
found dead shortly after 11 o'clock 
this morning in living quarters ad- 
joining his office at 721% Chestnut 
street. 

Dr. Daniel Tucker Miller, his phv- 
sician, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that death was due to heat 
exhaustion. Wagner was 65 years 
old. 

The body was found on a studio 
couch by Walter C. Guels, an at- 
torney and office associate, and 
Fred Baehr, clerk ifn the office, 
who became alarmed when he 


o’clock. 


Dr. Miller said that Wagner ap- | 


parently had died during the night. 
He had complained of the heat 
and had been under doctor’s care for 
heart trouble and laryngitis. 
Wagner was born in St. Louis. 
He was educated in St. Louis pub- 
lic schools and at Central High 
School, leaving the latter institu- 
tion when he was 16 years old to 
obtain a position as clerk in a rail- 
road office. Six years later, he be- 
gan the study of law and in 1897 
was admitted to the bar. He was 
a specialist in patent law and had 
participated in much patent, copy- 
right and trade-mark litigation. 
Long an active Republican, he 
was a member of the Republican 
State Committee from 1914 to 1918. 
He served two terms in the Mis- 
souri House of Representatives, 
the sessions of 1919 and 1921, be- 
ing chairman of the Workmen's 
Committee and a 


'member of the Committee on Mu- 


nicipal Corporations. In 1929, he 
was a candidate for the Republic- 
an nomination for Alderman of the 
Fifth Ward, but was defeated in 
the primary.

By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, July 14.—Premier Leon 


Blum, speaking before a throng of 
750,000 at the close of a vast Bas- 
tille day parade by his People’s 
Front followers, warned France 
today against “the danger of im- 
patience and hasty action.” 


He promised to revive “the great, 


revolutionary tradition,” but urged 
the country’s workers to abandon 
their strikes, and added: “The 
forms in which workers’ demands 
have been made contained serious 
risks which it is our duty to point 
out when their effect is to cause or 
prolong a condition of uneasiness 
or alarm.” 

Any reaction from his program of 
change, which he called the “great- 
est attempt since the beginning of 
the Third Republic,” would “un- 
failingly provoke disorder,” the 
Premier declared. 

Blum’s speech and those of oth- 
er dignitaries were broadcast over 
the nation. Loud speakers in pub- 
lic squares of provincial cities car- 
ried his words to crowds. 

Daladier Pledges Loyalty. 

After the Premier had urged his 
hearers to “foil intrigues” lest they 
“open the way to reaction, Edoward 
Daladier, Minister of Defense, 
pledged the Radical-Socialist party 
to remain faithful to the People’s 


Front and _ protect the nation 
against “the shadow of dictator- 
ship.” 


He said also the party wouyvl back 
the People’s Front in its “attempt 
to maintain peace” in Europe. 

“The Radical-Socialist party has 
given me a mandate to declare 
here that no reform can _ disturb 
it,” Daladier cried. 

Several persons were injured to- 
day when Nationalists clashed with 
police in an attempted demonstra- 
tion on the Champs Elysees. 

Platoons of mobile guards quick- 
ly blocked the sidewalks on the 
Champs Elysees and rode up and 
down the avenue, dispersing the 
crowd when it became disorderly. 

Employes of cafes hastily pulled 
in the chairs and tables on which 
people had been standing and bar- 
ricaded their doors. A few of the 
injured were admitted. 

How Fight Started. 

The fight on the Champs Elysees 
started when a girl, dressed entire- 
ly in white, wave da tri-color flag 
from an automobile which was 
driven wildly up and down the ave- 
nue by a group of men. The crowd 
lining the sidewalks surged to the 
curb shouting the Nationalist cry: 
“France for the French!” 

Nationalists earlier beat a woman 
and two men who, standing in a 
taxicab, had been waving a red flag 


and shouting: “Soviets  every- 
where!” 
Bystanders along the street 


pushed back against the cafes as 
closely as possible. The rioters rc- 
sisted the police, who arrested 
many. 

Crowd Rushes Out Again. 

After the crowd was driven back, 
it again rushed to the street. 

Its members tore a red banner 
from a girl on a motorcycle, who, 
apparentiy, was returning from the 
Leftist demonstration at the other 
end of the city.

Regular police forces were 
strengthened with 8800 Mobile 
guards who lined the Champs Ely- 
sees, their rifles stacked along the 
avenue.

Gen. Weygand’s Warning. 

Gen. Maxime Weygand, former 
chief of the French General Staff, 
in a Bastille. day message called 
upon Frenchmen to rally in defense 
of their country, with a warning 
that Germany is preparing for war 
in the west. 


“The treaties upon which France 
based her security,” the General 
said, “are all dead letters. 

“Official German spokesmen do 
not hide the fact that, Communism 
being definitely defeated in the 
East, a war in the West is the only 
way they can hope to achieve a 
quick and profitable victory.” 

Imprompu demonstrations of the 
well-disciplined rival crowds were 
frequent in the dense throng of 
hundreds of thousands of specta- 
tors.

Blanton’s Teacher-Baiting 


Assailed by Colleague 


Kent Keller, in Congressional Record, 


Denounces Texan’s “Red Rider” and Quiz 
-of Instructors on Communism.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Repre- 
sentative Tom Blanton; the Red- 


baiting, witch-hunting, teacher- 
hazing Democrat from Abilene, 
Tex., who almost demoralized 


Washington's public school system 
during the last session of Congress 
with his charges of Communism, 
godlessness and all-around devilry 
against the instructors, apparently 
has found his nemesis in the usual- 
ly mild and inoffensive person of 


Representative Kent E. Keller, a 
fellow Democrat, from the southern- 
most Illinois district, who, unlike 
Blanton, is a noted scholar. 

In an “extension of remarks” 
which Keller has caused to be in- 
serted in a post-session number of 
the Congressional Record, Keller 
utters a bristling declaration of his 
intentions, as they relate to the 
future conduct of Blanton. He says, 
in sum, that whenever’ Blanton 
opens his mouth hereafter against 
the Washington teachers, he will 
have Keller to lick. 

Alluding to the Blanton “Red 
rider,” which requires Washington 
School Board employes to swear 
they have not taught Communism 
before they may draw their pay; 
and to a questionnaire in which 
Blanton sought to frighten teach- 
ers into disclosing their religious 
and political beliefs, Keller said: “I 
serve notive on Mr. Blanton that 
the ‘Red rider’ must go and that 
there shall be no more ‘question- 
naires.’ 

Challenge to Blanton. 

“I serve notice on Mr. Blanton 
and any supporters he may have, 
that any attempt to continue the 
present political interference in the 
schools of the District of Columbia, 
or to extend that influence, will 
meet with every possible resistance 
of which I am capable. 

“He shall not insinuate a charge 
against the teachers or members of 
the School Board without stating it 
clearly, so its truthfulness may be 
put to the test. 

“He shall not establish any in- 
quisition before which to bring any 
school teachers, without the full 
authority of the House, legally 
granted. 

“He shall not be permitted to 
further bluff and bulldoze the 
teachers under the pretense that 
his membership in this body gives 
him any right, power or authority 
further to persecute them, without 
denunication of his pretension on 
the floor of this House. 

“He shall not apply any religious 
test without challenge of his right 
or any man’s right to do that thing 
forbidden by the Constitution. 

“He shall not, with my consent 
or acquiescence, place the school 
teachers of the District of Co- 
lumbia on trial without at least 
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producing a warrant to justify his 
actions.” 
Praises School System. 


Keller compliments the capital's 
public school system as “modern 
and highly efficient.” 

“To me that is something in 
which every member of Congress 
who shares any pride in national 
education ought to rejoice,” he 
says. “Up to last year no member 
of Congress has had the hardihood 
to interfere with it. 

“T have at no time engaged in 
personal criticism. I do not now, 
but to pass over without protest a 
mistake so vital as this question- 
naire which the gentleman from 
Texas presumed to send out, would 
have meant to condone the act and 
would be a failure on my part to 
fulfill the duty, which I owe to the 
office [I hold. 

“To permit the further exercise 
of an espionage already begun 
would in the end destroy the spirit 
of this great corps of 3500 highiy 
trained, broadly educated, thorougn- 
ly prepared builders of youth in the 
District. 

“I cannot join the few friends of 
Mr. Blanton in believing he is in 
any wise infallible. Nor can I agree 
with them that having done some 
good, he should be permitted to do 
much harm without just criticism. 
It would be the very worst thing 
we could do to sit supinely by and 
permit any man in this body to 
embarrass the public school system 
of the District of Columbia, what- 
ever may be his motive—whether, 
indeed, any motive beyond mis- 
guided interest could prompt such 
action. 


“There is no possible excuse for 
the sending out of this thoroughly 
vicious questionnaire—whatever be 
the motive. Not any of the three 
gentlemen who so praised the au- 
thor of it for a moment ever im- 
plied that Mr. Blanton had any au- 
thority for doing such a thing, that 
he had any power to carry out his 
threat, that he in any wise repre- 
sented this House. He knew and 
they knew that he had no author- 
ity, no power, no mandate from the 
House.” 


Charges Outrage on Constitution. 

Keller said the questionna‘re 
“grossly outrages” the third para- 
graph of Article VI of the Consti- 
tution and pointed out that no one 
ever has charged, or can truthfully 
charge, that any district teacher is 
or has been teaching Communism 
to his pupils. 

“The whole questionnaire has as 
its basis nothing more substantial 
than the suspicion in Mr. Blanton’s 
mind that some teacher might be 
teaching Communism,” he contin- 
ues.

Man Indicted After Al Smith 
Jr. Complaint Is Ar- 
raigned.

The indictment charged theft of 
$4177 from Mrs. Susan McKleroy, 
widow of an Anniston (Ala.) bank- 
er, who complained that De Hagen 
defrauded her of more than $40,000 
over a period of several years. 

Indicted with De Hagen was Max 
D. Krone, private detective, and A. 
Henry Ross, Brooklyn lawyer, on 
Smith’s complaint they had extort- 
ed money from him. 

De Hagen, who said he was 44, 
a lawyer and unmarried, was ques- 
toined by Judge Morris “oenig 
after he entered his plea. 

“Did you represent to Mrs. Me- 
Kleroy,” the court asked, “that you 
were duly licensed to practice med- 
icine in New York, that you had 
property in Bordeaux, France, 
worth $40,000, and you had inherit- 
ed a large fortune from your 
mother? Did you make these false 
pretenses with the intention of de- 
frauding her of her money?” 

“IT am pleading. guilty, 
honor,” De Hagen replied. 

De Hagen admitted he was con- 
victed of unlawfully practicing 
medicine in St. Louis, Mo., in 1923. 
He said he was fined $500 and sen- 
tenced to a year in the Workhouse.

J. Edgar Hoover of the Justice 
Department said Farnsworth’s ac- 
tivities were not connected with 
those of Harry Thomas Thompson, 
sentenced July 3 to serve 15 years 
after conviction in Los Angeles of 
selling confidential fleet data to a 
Japanese naval officer. 

The nature of the confidential 
publication mentioned in the war- 
rant against Farnsworth was not 
disclosed, 

Farnsworth was interested espe- 
cially in aviation matters while in 
the Navy. He returned to the Na- 
val Academy in 1922 for a course 
in_aeronautical engineering and at- 
tended the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in 1923. 

He was assigned to the steamship 
department of the academy in 1925 
for temporary duty in connection 
with aviation, but left to join the 
aircraft carrier Wright after four 
months. 

Farnsworth was born in Illinois 
on Aug. 13, 1892, and was appointed 
to the academy from Ohio in 1911 
by Representative H. P. Goebel of 
the Second Congressional District. 

In the autumn of 1927 he was 
tried by a general court martial 
at the Philadelphia navy yard on 
charges of violating regulations is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Navy 
and of “scandalous conduct tending 
to the destruction of good morals.” 
He was found .guilty and recom- 
mended for dismissal. On Nov. 2, 
1927, the sentence was confirmed by 
President Coolidge. 

Officials said the first charge was 
concerned with Farnsworth’s “hav- 
ing pecuniary dealings with an en- 
listed man in violation of lawful 
regulations” and that the second 
charge had to do “with induce- 
ments to perjury.” 

Mrs. Florence Farnsworth, his 
former wife, said today that they 
were divorced in Ohio three years 
ago. 

Farnsworth was charged in the 
warrant with violating a section of 
the United States code which pro- 
vides a penalty of “not more than 
20 years’ imprisonment” for “un- 
lawfully disclosing information af- 
fecting the national defense.” In 
time of war the offense is punish- 
able by death.

DISPUTE OVER 
RENOVATING STATE 
CAPITOL MURALS 


Commission That Installed 
Them Says They Do Not 
Need Extensive Repairs 
WPA Director Plans. 


A dispute over who should do 
the work of cieaning and restoring 
the murals in the Missouri State 
Capitol at Jefferson City, and how 
much work should be done on 
them, has arisen between the Capi- 
tol Decoration Commission, which 
supervised the installation of the 
murals, and George E. McIntyre of 
Kansas City, supervisor of a $225,- 
000 WPA project for renovating the 
building and its decorations. 

McIntyre has had a friend, Aus- 
tin Ketcham, instructor at the Kan- 
sas City Art Institute, make a de- 
tailed survey of the condition of the ! 
murals. In a report submitted to 
McIntyre, Ketcham told of finding 
“blisters, scratches, holes, cracks, 
match burns, chipped and peeling 
paint, a good many tacks, pencil 
marks, smudges and stains” on, 
the murals. 

The Capitol Decoration Commis- 
sion, on the other hand, has found 
that the paintings are in good con- 
dition and that all they need is 
cleaning and re-starching. It con- 
tends that any work to be done 
on tnem should be under supervi- 
sion of the commission. The art 
work in the building has been val- 
ued at $1,015,000. 

Board to Settle Dispute. 

Settlement of the dispute is up to 
the Board of Permanent Seat of 
Government, composed of the five 
chief state officials, which has 
charge of all the State property 10 
Jefferson City. 

Ketcham, reached by telephone in 
Kansas City today, said he had re- 
ceived $300, at the rate of $25 a 
day, plus expenses, for making the 
survey of the paintings and that 
he expected to be paid at the same 
rate for doing the detailed work of 
restoration which he recommended. 
He said the work, if he was told to 
do it, would take him the rest of 
the summer and probably some 
time in the fall to complete. 

Asxed if Ketcham would bs paid 
$25 a day for the restoration work, 
McIntyre replied: “Yes, I think it 
is quite probable he will be paid as 
little as that.” He said he had se- 
lected Ketcham for the job of mak- 
ing the survey and doing the res- 
toration because he had known him 
“for a good while” and “on the 
recommendation of several people,” 
whom he would not’ name. He 
said he had set up no competition 
for the job. 

How McIntyre Got Job. 

McIntyre was put in charge of 
the job of renovating the Capitol 
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last February after opposition had | 


arisen to the appointment of L. F. | 


Cochran, former Kansas City gro- 


cer who had the support of the | 
Pendergast organization. McIntyre | 


previously had been an engineer 
for the State Building Commission. 
The Capitol Decoration Commis- 


sion is composed of John Pickard |

‘of Missouri, who is chairman; Mrs. 
William R. Painter of Carrollton, 
and Arthur Kocian, St. Louis art 
dealer, secretary. 

The commission held a meeting 
at Jefferson City Friday, went over 
Ketcham’s report in detail and de- 
cided, according to Kocian, that the 
report was hypercritical of the con- 
dition of the murals. 

“Ketcham got on scaffolding and 
ladders and went over the murals 
with a strong light and a magnify- 
ing glass,” Kocian said, “That isn’t 
necessary. Most of the murals 
must be looked at from a distance, 
and every little crack in a corner 
doesn’t have to be touched up. It’s 
dangerous to tamper with paint 
that has hardened and set. Fresh 
paint will always show up and mar 
the painting.” 

Kocian said _ the 
agreed. that the paintings had ac- 
cumulated considerable dirt in 15 
years, and that washing and re- 
starching to prevent dirt from get- 
ting into the paint were needed. 
The murals are not true frescoes, 
being done on canvas and then at- 
tached to the walls.

GRAND JURY TAKES UP 
WENDEL KIDNAPING CASE 


Attorney-General Wilentz Appears 
in Inquiry Into Sequel of Lind- 


NEWARK, N. J., July 14. — At- 
torney-General David T. Wilentz 
spent more than an hour before 
the Federal grand jury today and 
said on leaving he had discussed 
with the jury the entire Paul H. 
Wendel kidnaping case. Wilentz 
said he had been summoned to ap- 
pear by Julius S. Riffel, foreman 
of the grand jury. 

Wendel, a disbarred Trenton law- 
yer, signed a statement for Ellis 
Parker §Sr., chief of Burlington 
County detectives, that he kidnaped 
the Lindbergh baby. The statement 
resulted in a three-day delay in the 
execution of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann to permit a Mercer County 
grand jury investigation. Later, 
Wendel repudiated the “confession” 
before Wilentz, whoa prosecuted 
Hauptmann. 

Parker and his son, Ellis Jr., 
were indicted in Kings County 
(Brooklyn), New York, on charges 
of kidnaping Wendel and taking 
him to Brooklyn where he alleged 
he was “tortured” into signing the 
statement. Gov. Hoffman refused 
to honor an extradititon request 
from New York for the elder 
Parker.

MILK PRICE TO RISE 
ONE CENT TOMORROW 


Advance to Consumer Same 
on Pints or Quarts—Seller 
Pay 3-4c More. 


The retail price of bottled milk 
in St. Louis will be increased 1 cent 
a quart and 1 cent a pint on all 
grades tomorrow. 

Producers will receive an increase 
of 15 cents a hundred pounds, ef- 
fective tomorrow, bringing the price 
paid by distributors to $2.35, the 
highest since November, 1934, a 20- 
cent increase having been granted 
July 1. 

Disregarding the proportionately 
higher price for pint bottles, the 
distributer, granting the 35-cent in- 
crease, will pay only three-fourths 
of a cent more for a quart of milk, 
while increasing the price to the 
consumer 1 cent. 

Arthur Kerckhoff of the Pevely 
Dairy Co. said distribution costs in- 
creased in hot weather because of 
greater need for refrigeration, extra 
care required for horses and em- 
ployment of additional delivery 
men. 

The Sanitary Producers, 
dairy farmers’ co-operative, request- 
ed the increase because of the in- 
creased cost of milk production due 
to the drouth. With ruined 
and normal! water sources exhaust- 
ed on many farms, it has been 
necessary to feed cows and haul 
water. 

Producers also are receiving a 
...ter price for Class milk, which 
includes the remainder of produc- 
tion. Under the Federal milk mar- 
keting agreement, the price is based 
on the Chicago butter market. In 
May, Class 2 milk brought $1.25; in 
June, $1.35, and last Saturday the 
price was $1.80. 

June milk production in the St. 
Louis area was 10 per cent less 
than that of June, 19:°. falling “rom 
40,000,000 pounds to 36,000,000. It 
was estimated that producers’ in- 
comes for July would be increased 
$82,000 by advanced prices.

The notes 
were offered to refinance a major 
portion of the RFC debt, officials 
explained, and to effect the 2 per 
cent interest saving.

MARY ASTOR SUES FOR 
CUSTODY OF DAUGHTER 


Charges Ex-Husband Threat- 
ened to ‘Scandalize’ Her Un- 
less She Gave Up Child. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, July 14.—Mary 
Astor, movie actress, filed suit 
against Dr. Franklyn Thorper, her 
divorced husband, yesterday to gain 
full custody of their 4-year-old 
daughter, Marilyn. She charges he 
threatened to blacken her reputa- 
tion unless she gave up the child. 

She also filed a suit to recover 
$4250 worth of securities from her 
former husband, charging that he 
threatened to deprive her of her 
daughter and to “scandalize” her 
unless she transferred the securi- 


ties to him, shortly before they were 
divorced. 

Dr. Thorpe obtained an uncon- 
tested divorce on April 20, 1935, and 
was given custody of their daughter. 
Miss Astor declares she was “men- 
tally and physically sick” at that 
time. In an affidavit sne says Dr. 
Thorpe “threatened and abused 
her and repeatedly stated that un- 
less she permitted him to have the 
divorce and order of sole custody 
he would publicly scandalize her 
and ruin her career as an actress.” 

Through an -out-of-court agree- 
ment, the actress has had custody 
of Marilyn for six months of the 
year. Miss Astor asserts her health 
now permits her to care for the 
child adequately, which she says 
Dr. Thorpe, because of the  de- 
mands of his surgical practice, is 
unable to do. 

She alleges Dr. Thorpe tried to 
forestall any attempt on her part 
to modify the custody order by 
threatening her with “abuse and 
scandal.” 

Miss Astor, in her custody peti- 
tion, characterizes Dr. Thorpe as a 
“wilful, overbearing, domineering, 
gruff and abusive person, claiming 
always to be right in everything.” 

Dr. Thorpe declined to comment.

U. S. Judge Denies Injunction 
to Bar O’Malley From Re- 
voking Group’s Permit.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 14.— 
The petition of the Modern Wood- 
men. of America for a temporary 
injunction to prevent R. E. O’Mal- 
ley, State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, from revoking the M. W. A.’s 
authority to conduct an insurance 
business in Missouri, was denied to- 
day by United States District Judge 
Albert L. Reeves. 

Judge Reeves directed the case 
to be heard on its merits, probabiy 
in September, and dissolved a tem- 
porary restraining order issued

Sixth Person in Vicinity to 
Exhibit Welts Inflicted 
After Seizure by Masked 


Terrorists.

WILMINGTON. N. C., July 14— 
Another flogging was reported from 
a remote section of Columbus Coun- 
ty today following an inquiry into a 
band of night riders who whipped 
men and women recently. 

Monroe Fowler, a 40-year-old 
South Carolina farmer, who lives 
near the State line, walked into the 
Sheriff's office at Conway, 8. C., 


and said he was flogged four nights 
ago by a band of 25 masked, white- 
robed terrorists. 

The farmer bared his back and 
exhibited a mass of welts—the 
marks, he said, of the vigilantes’ 
lash. He said he knew of no mo- 
tive. 

“I was whipped with a belt six 
inches wide,” he said. “I was blind- 
folded and held against a tree. They 


nearly unconscious, and then they 
jerked me up and beat me again.” 
Asked why he did not report the 


“just hadn’t got around to coming 
to town.” 

Fowler lives between Conway and 
Tabor, N. C. He said he had gone 
to Tabor and was returning home 
when the hooded procession seized 
him, whisked him to a swamp and 
lashed his bare flesh. 

Tabor is about five miles from 
the community known as Claren- 
don, where a grand jury recently at- 
tributed the flogging of at least 
six persons—four women and two 
men—to night-riding vigilantes. 

A man who said he was a night- 
rider named a preacher and two 
women as the leaders. He said the 
victims were flogged because they 
were “undesirables.” 

Solicitor J, J. Burney, who dis- 
counted the “confession,” spent sev- 
eral days last week in the sparsely- 
settled community questioning the 
inhabitants and said he was con-

There now are 47 of the 114 coun- 
ties in Missouri in the drouth area 
designated by the Federal Govern- 
ment, as the result of the addition 
of 19 yesterday. The Works Prog- 
ress, Agricultural Adjustment and 
Resettlement administrations will 
carry on emergencysdrouth activi- 
ties in these counties, offering the 
only apparent means of preventing 
suffering among the inhabitants. 

Seven of the counties are north 
of the Missouri River in the cen- 
tral section of the State. All of 
those added are sotuh of the Mis- 
souri, adjoining the original drouth 
area, except four new ones south- 
east of Kansas City. All but a few 
counties of the Ozark region are in- 
cluded. 


Report by County Agent 
At Tuscumbia, Warren D. House, 


County Farm Agent for Miller 
County, told the correspondent 
something about the situation of 
residents there. 

“Forty to 50 per cent of our 
farmers, who have kept off relief 
all along up to now, are going to 
have to have work if this weather 
keeps up,” he said. “The valley fel- 
lows got a pretty good wheat crop 
and a fair oats crop, but up in the 
hills they didn’t get either, and no 
matter how much rain we may get 
they won’t have any corn.” 

Turning to the census, he showed 
there are 1978 farms in the county, 
of which, he estimated, 1165 are in 
the hills. About a quarter of the 
latter are altogether in the rough 
highlands, the rest having some 
more productive valley and river 
bottom land. Not all the low lands 
are in good shape; the worst 
burned field of corn seen by the 
correspondent in a tour of about 
700 miles in the drouth region is in 
a creek bottom near Bagnell. 

“The gardens here,” House con- 
tinued, “are dried up badly because 
we have such gravelly soil. If it 
doesn’t rain in the next three or 
four days we won’t get much corn, 
which is the major crop (as else- 
where in Missouri). The county has 
19,000 head of cattle, mostly raised 
for beef, and about 2 per cent have 
been shipped out for lack of water 
and feed. If it doesn’t rain, likely 
a lot more will go to the St. Louis 
stockyards and prices may fall. 
However, if we get rain and can 
plant: fall feed, the farmers will be 
able to sell fat stock and buy their 
own winter food.”

Lewis J. Thompson, who returned 
to his larger hill and valley farm 
: Highway 52 from a Kansas City 
job four years ago, and has noth- 
ing tangible to show for it yet, is 
more optimistic than his son, Bob. 
“My son’s disgusted,” said the 
father. “He and a friend down the 
road he runs with are impatient. 
Take an old stiff like me, I’ve been 
through drouths before. "Way back 
in 1901 there was a real one. We 
haven't had any rain to do any 
good since we planted our corn in 
March; just a sprinkle to get your 
shirt wet. We ain’t got no grass, 
we ain't got no water, we just ain’t 
got nothing.” 

But will he stick it out? Smil- 
ing, he said, “There's nothing else 
todo. A fellow can’t get a job, can 
he?” 

Thompson's 40 turkeys prefer dry 
weather and like the grasshoppers 
that come with the drouth. This 
is a turkey country. One of the 
hillsides, brown and bare, should be 
a good pasture. It is eroding badly 
because former tenants did not stop 
the washes. Thompson wishes now 
there was something to cause 
washing.

‘IT’S ALL POLITICS’ 
ONE OFFICIAL SAYS 


17 Arrests Made in ‘Dras- 
tic’ Campaign on Gam- 
bling Ordered by St.Clair 
County Board June 8. 


That: political sideshow, gambling, 
which occupies the center of the 
stage in East St. Louis seasonally, 
is emerging from another so-called 
“drastic clean-up.” 

Slot machines, which disappeared 
from open view following a threat 
of grand jury investigation during 
June, have begun to make their ap- 
pearance again in saloons, restau- 
rants, fruit stands, drug stores and 
other business establishments. 

In most places it is only neces- 
sary to slide open the lids of the 
metal cases in which the slot ma- 
chines are placed. Employes of a 
syndicate which operates several 
thousand slot machines in St. Clair 
County -are visiting other business 


History of ‘Drive.’ 

The history of St. Clair County’s 
latest “drive” on gambling dates 
from June 8, when John B. Gray, 
Democratic leader in the St. Clair 
County Board of Supervisors, intro- 
duced a resolution before the Board 
pointing out the prevalence of all 
forms of gambling in the County, 
including slot machines, dice games, 
pin ball games, handbooks and pol- 
icy games, 

Sheriff Henry Siekmann, also a 
Democrats and Albert P. Lauman. 
East-St. Louis’ Police Commissioner 
who is politically aligned with the 
Republican leader, Dan McGlynn, 
were ordered to make an anti-gam- 
bling campaign. 

Sheriff Siekmann ordered the slot 
machines removed in. 8t. Clair 
County outside of East St. Louis. 
He said he would wait for Commis- 
sioner Lauman to take action in 
East St. Louis. Lauman told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter there would 
be “no special activity” on the part 
of East St. Louis police and added: 
“It’s all politics.” 

17 Arrests Made. 

Then Sheriff Siekmann sent out 
an order closing slot machines on 
June 17. Some saloon and restau- 
rant owners refused to remove 
their machines and 17 were subse- 
quently arrested by deputy sheriffs. 
The majority were fined $100 and 
costs for each machine found. 

Under Chapter 38, Section 346, of 
the Illinois gaming laws, a fine of 
$100 and jail sentence of six 
months should be assessed for first 
offenders in counties where an 
army post is situated. Scott Field, 
an army air post, is in St. Clair 
County. 

For several days, slot machines, 
handbooks, dice games and pin ball 
games were closed tightly. Then 
on June 15, when the St. Clair 
County grand jury met at Belle- 
ville, Gray was asked if he in- 
tended to seek an investigation of 
the handbooks, many of which were 
still operating. Gray replied he 
was not after the handbooks, only 
the slot machines. 

Slot Machines Reappear. 

Less than 24 hours after the 
grand jury adjourned Friday, the 
first slot machine had made its ap- 
pearance. The business was almost 
back to normal yesterday, which 
means that the little machines— 
known even to those who play them 
as “one-armed bandits’—are now 
paying the rent. 

In East St. Louis the merchant 
in whose store the machines are 
placed receives one-third of the 
earnings. Two-thirds goes to the 
syndicate. 

The handbooks and dice games 
have been running full tilt for two 
weeks, And during all the hulla- 
baloo no one has paid any atten- 
tion to the “Valley,” segregated 
vice district directly northwest of 
Collinsville and Missouri avenues.

still there.

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Many Dogs Overcome by Heat; 
How They Should be Treated. 


Many dogs, particularly terriers | 
and-others of nervous tempera-| 


‘ments, have been overcome with | 


heat, Eric Hansen, secretary of the | 
Humane Society of Missouri, said | 
today to a Post-Dispatch reporter | 
in advising methods of treating | 
such cases. | 

The dog should be given water 
gradually, he said, and placed in a | 
cool spot. If possible, the dog | 
should be permitted to lick pieces | 
of ice before being given water to | 
drink. Cold clothes should be ap-| 
plied to the animal’s head and the | 
body sponged in cool water. About | 
60 dogs have been treated at the so- | 
ciety’s shelter, 1210 Macklind ave- | 
nue, in the past few days, Hansen | 
said. | 

Horses should be supplied with | 
ample drinking facilities, he said, | 
and should be equipped with big | 
straw hats to protect the brain from | 
the sun. Several horses have suc- | 
cumbed during the hot spell, he_ 
added. 

Hansen announced that the soci-| 
ety would furnish a bucket and sign | 
calling attention to drinking water | 
for horses to anyone agreeing to.

Steered Boat to Shore, 
Aid, and Went to Him 
Through Rapids. 


By the Associated Prees, 

JUNEAU, Alaska, July 14.--The 
chance arrival of a motorboat fish- 
ing party led by Mary Joyce helped 
to save the Rev. Bernard Hubbard 
when his boat was wrecked recent- 
ly in icy rapide of Twin Glacier 
River, he disclosed yesterday. Fa- 
ther Hubbard is known as “the 
giacier priest” because of his ex- 
ploration among Alaskan glaciers. 

Miss Joyce, who drove a dog team 
1000 miles last midwinter to a 
Fairbanks ice -carnival, and her 
party had sailed their boat down- 
stream to view the rapids. 

“She was horrified, she told me 
jater, to see a man on a rock and 
a wrecked boat in the raging wa- 
ters,” Father Hubbard said. “She 
ran their -boat ashore and found 
George Gatty, a member of our ex- 
pedition. 

“He jumped in and piloted it 
downstream. I leaped into it as it 
swirled past and we soon were safe 
below the rapids.” 

Father Hubbard, describing the 
wrecking of the boat from which 
he and Ken Chisholm, former San- 
ta Clara football player, had leaped 
“by almost a miracle” to a_ rock, 
said it was the first serious mis- 
hap in his 10 years of Alaskan ex- 
ploration. He gave great praise to 
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Chisholm 
Father Hubbard's specially built 
lightweight steel boat and much 


valuable equipment were lost. He 
ordered a new one shipped but 
planned to return to the scene with 
a heavy wooden boat he bought 
here 

“With the high water aiding us, 
we had gone through the rapids 
both ways several times and all 
but the last load of our tons of 
equipemnt was safe at our island 
base camp,” said Father Hubbard. 

“The last trip, our propeller 
sheared a rock. Our heavily load- 
ed boat hit and turned over. We 
managed to unsnap the chains of 
Mageik and Magook, our sled dogs, 
and jumped.” 

Ice floes were swirling down the 
Ey rapids and the men's position ap- 
cf peared precarious. Chisholm volun- 
ES teered to try to swim the rapids. 
Taking off his boots and shirt, he 
received the priest’s blessing and 
plunged in. 

“He went under twice, but chilled 
and numb, made shore and ran, 
through the forest to camp,” Fa- 
ther Hubbard said. | 

His shouts aroused Nicholas Cava- 
liere, cameraman, and John  Di- 
mond, his assistant, and they re- 
turned with ropes and axes. With 
night coming on two hours later, 
Miss Joyce's boat appeared |

The old mark 
of 109.54 was held by the same 
quartet of Frenchmen from whom 
he snatched the 48-hour record.

Specialists From All Nations 
Face U.S. Stars at Olympics 


By the Associated Press, 


NEW YORK, July 14.—At the risk of tossing some cold water 
on the enthusiasm generated by America’s record-smashing final 
track and field tryouts, it may as well be suggested now that the 


United States will enjoy no free 
Olympic championships at Berlin. 


In the first place there are nu- 
merous hazards attached to the job 
of keeping foot-racers tuned up 
between the time of their embark- 
ation this Wednesday and the ac- 
tual Olympic competition, Aug. 2-9, 
inclusive. Not even by profiting 
from the lessons of the debacle at 
Amsterdam in 1928 can the condi- 
tioning dangers be entirely avoided. 
The coaching staff headed by Law- 
son Robertson has a job in psychol- 
ogy as well as physical problems 
on its hands. 

secondly and more to the point 
of this discussion, our picked per- 
formers will be up against the 
strongest kind of opposition in most 
events. In addition a big majority 
of our athletes will experience the 
Olympic pressure for the first 
time. The final tryouts demon- 
strated what can happen, even 
where experience and _ top-notch 
ability are concerned. 

All Nations Have Specialists. 

Finland, Britain and all her do- 
minions, Italy, Japan, Germany and 
Poland will have specialists primed 
to “shoot the works” against our 
lads. 

While there is no actual “gang- 
ing up” against America in the 
Olympics, this country’s performers 
always have borne the brunt of 
world challenge. Perhaps it is be- 
cause our athletes get more bally- 
hoo or place greater emphasis upon 
record-smashing feats than, for ex- 
ample, the British. 

Latest reports from countries ex- 
pected to furnish America’s main 
rivals indicate our stars will have 
their hands full. Summarizing the 
outlook in the 14 individual track 
events, including all obstacle races 
and the relays, the United States 
appears reasonably sure of triumph 
in no more than six. This would 
duplicate our achievement on home 
grounds at Los Angeles in 1932. 

Americans figure to capture the 
100, 200 and 400 meter races, both 
hurdles events and the 400-meter 
relay. On form our  foot-racers 
have at least an even chance to 
capture the 800 for the first time 
since 1912, together with prospects 
of breaking through to win the 
classic 1500 meters and the 3000 
meters steeplechase. Don Lash, In- 
diana’s fine distance runner, can be 
given no more than a long-shot 
chance in either the 5000 or 10,000 
meters races. Prospects in the 
marathon, the 50,000 meter walk 
and the 1600 meter relay are doubt- 
ful. 

The redoubtable Jesse 
should outsprint the world. There

Minus Ben Eastman, the Ameri- 
can 800-meter runners will be led 
by another Negro flyer, John Wood- 
ruff, a potential record-breaker, 
and the more experienced Chuck 
Hornbostel. The veteran Canadian 
Negro, Phil Edwards, who once ran 
for New York University, has made 
an impressive comeback and may 
prove the man for the Americans 
to beat. England’s prospects have 
been uncertain since Tom Hamp- 
son, the 1932 winner, retired, but 
J. V. Powell is a distinct threat, 
along with the Polish ace, Kuchar- 
ski. 

Even with the powerhouse Cun- 
ningham back in form and a fel- 
low Kansan,, Archie San Romani, 
into the picture at his 
heels, there is no reason for exces- 
sive confidence in the “metric 
mile.”

ATLANTA, Ga., July 14.—Take it 
from Bobby Jones, five times win- 
ner of the Natioual Amateur cham- 
pionship, this year’s battle for golf- 
ing honors is “wide open” with the

“Any way you size up the situa- 
tion,” he said, “it’s mere guesswork 
to single out a successor to Law- 
son Little Jr. Lawson was out- 


standing, but whom do we have now 
that’s outstanding?” 

The San Francisco kid yielded 
his amateur golfing honors 
'April, turning professional after a 
‘two-year winning streak at home 
and abroad. 

“T have picked but one winner 
in my life,” said Jones, “and he 
was Lawson Little. There was 
nothing difficult about that, for he 
was a standout. I wouldn’t attempt 
even to guess at this year’s cham- 
pion.” 

He was asked what he thought of 
the chances of several of the na- 
tion’s amateurs in the tournament 
scheduled for Garden City, N. Y., 
Sept. 14, shortly before he boarded 
a train for the first jump of a pleas- 
ure trip to England and thence to 
the Olympics. 

“Why, I honestly believe,” he 
said, “you could take the 11 mem- 
bers of the U. S. Walker Cup squad 
and a half dozen other good ama- 
teurs who were not selected, shake 
them up in a hat and you couldn't 
draw out two names and get the 
winner.” 

Jones does not think the present 
field of amateur golfers is weak. He 
is of the opinion the field is more 
balanced and without a standout 
shotmaker of the Little caliber. 

“This country’s golfers are going 
to find the invading British Walk- 
er Cup team, especially young Hec- 
tor Thomson, very capable,” he 
added. “Thomson is a fine golfer 
and I believe he has a fair chance 
to duplicate Little’s feat of winning 
the amateur title here and abroad 
~—at least for one year. 

“Tf the reports reaching me are 
authentic, this Hector Thomson is 
the best golfer Britain has sent 
over in the iast several years. He 
has a fine swing and has been 
going great. He was especially 
good in winning the British crown.”

T0'U. 5. GAME REFUGES 


Waterholes Drying Up in West- 
ern Areas—Many Young 
Fowl Dying. 


Bpeciai to the Post-Dispaten. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Thous- 
ands of wild ducks in the drouth 
areas, particularly in the Dakotas, 
are flocking into the northern ref- 
uges established by the United 
States Bureau of Biological Survey. 
Left behind at dried potholes and 
small lakes are the bodies of many 
young ducks. Some of them died 
in their nests, others in traveling 
overland with the adult birds in 
search of food and water. 

Latest reports to the Biological 
Survey describe the waterfowl situ- 
ation in the drouth areas as serious. 
In North Dakota and other areas 
where smal] bodies of water have 
dried up the losses are expected to 
be as great, or greater than they 
were during the drouth of 1934. 

Sportsmen and game officials in 
North Dakota are transferring 
many young ducks from the dry, or 
drying areas to places where water 
is plentiful. Last spring many 
ducks flying northward settled at 
potholes and small lakes in North 
Dakota and iu the Great Plains. 
About two weeks ago the holes be- 
gan to dry up. 

Officials of the Biological Survey 
fear that many of the late broods 
in the dry area will perish. Much 
of the natural cover for ducks, the 
officials say, has been destroyed 
and under such severe conditions 
young ducks usually die in a few 
days. The region includes exten- 
sive nesting areas of pintails, 
scaups, spoonbills, mallards, teal, 
canvasbacks und redheads. The 
officials are especially concerned 
over the fate of the redheads, can- 
vasbacks and other diving ducks. 
The numbers of these species have 
been alarmingly decreased in re- 
cent years, and a larger proportion 
of their breeding range, as com-

the drouth for ducks in the Great 
Plains region will probably be a 
shortage next fall of natural aquatic 
food. Large numberes of these food 
plants have been dried up without 
bearing fruit or seeds. 

Many of the Bureau’s refuges, 
however, are in good condition and 
have enough water to keep them in 
good shape until late September. 
By that time most of the birds, 
especially the young ducks, will 
be about able to take care of them- 
selves. 

No losses of young birds from 
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drouth have been reported on the 
refuges this year, although on 
many areas the improvement work 
has not -been completed. Water- 
impounding measures being carried 
on with CCC help have resulted in 
the conservation of water supplies 
that in other years have vanished 
with the spring run-offs. This year 
the restored waterfowl areas are 
oases in a dry land. The Biological 
Survey also points out the value of 
restoration projects in minimizing 
the general effects of drouth. If 
a great many more of the areas un- 
wisely taken from the birds could 
be restored to their natural uses, 
the Survey believes that the sever- 
ity of future drouths could be les- 
sened and the lowering of subtera- 
nean water levels checked in the 
vicinity of the restored areas.

Meager reports from Taltal, on the 
north Chilean coast, today said a 
baby was killed and 40 persons were 
injured during yesterday’s three- 
minute earthquake. 

Eighty per cent of the homes 
were reported seriously damaged. 

The postal and telegraph offices 
were in ruins. The hospital, drink- 
ing-water tanks and telegraph lines 
were damaged. 

Four shocks were felt at Potre- 
rillos, the first lasting for two min- 
utes. 

There was a shock of three min- 
utes, 40 seconds at Copiapo, where 
some telegr#ph lines were disrupt- 
ed:and old walls were demolished.

SAVING THE COUNTRY. 
Political orators soon will be heard throughout the 
land, declaiming how their party would save the coun- 


‘ltry. Various national pertis will be enumerated by 


both sides, and partisan cures prescribed. - Part of 
this, of course, will be campaign rhetoric. There is 
one problem, however, in whose discussion it is pos- 
sible to speak literally of saving the country, without 
orators’ license.

Sict Machines in St. Louis County. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HME Taxpayer's League of St. Louis 

County, ever since its organization in 
1925, has been consistently against gam- 
bling in all forms in St. Louis County and 
has fought dog tracks, slot machines and 
other methods of gambling in the county 
on every occasion that gambling has be- 
come evident. 

For the past two years, the league's 
officials have gathered evidence against 
the operators of slot machines in the 
county and, owing to the activity of the 
league, these slot machines have been 
made to disappear a number of times. 
But the sorry thing is that they reappear 
again and again in spite of everything 
that has been done to keep them out. 

The league collected evidence and fur- 
nished the names of witnesses to the 
grand jury which met prior to the last 
grand jury. These witnesses appeared 
before the grand jury, but not a single 
indictment was voted. The: league's of- 
ficials then saw Circuit Judge Nolte just 
before the last grand jury was called. 
Judge Nolte, in instructing the grand 
jury, specifically referred to the duty of 
the grand jury to investigate gambling in 
all forms in the cdunty. This grand jury 
brought a number of indictments, none 
of which has resulted in any trial to 
date, , 

The league has also furnished informa-. 
tion to the Sheriff of St. Louis County 
on the operation of slot machines, and in 
every instance the Sheriff has gone out 
and brought the slot machines in. Yet 
during the entire last two years there 
has not been a single conviction in any 
of these cases. : 

The last grand jury went out of ex- 
istence at the end of the January term 
of the Circuit Court, or around May 1, 
1936. It appears that, in spite of the 
number of indictments brought by this 
grand jury, the slot machine operators 
waited only until the grand jury ad- 
journed and then set up the slot macnines 
again just as they hadithem before. 
These machines are in evidence today all 
over the county and in the very same 
places that they were before, set up by 
the same individuals and operated by 
them. Yet not one single conviction has 
taken place during the last two years or 
more. How long can these slot machine 
operators defy the law in the county as 
they have been doing all this time? 
The league expects-to continue its fight 
and to work in the coming campaign for 
the election of officials from the Prose- 
cutor’s office on down who will stamp 
out this slot machine evil.

Theodore Dreiser on Our River Front. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E-READING “A Hoosier Holiday” by 

Theodore Dreiser, the following quo- 
tation recalled to mind the opposition we 
are encountering to the Jefferson Me- 
morial on the river front. Dreiser 
writes: 

Take the City of St. Louis as a case 

‘in potnt. Here is a metropolis which 
has a naturally fascinating water front 
along the Mississippi. Here is a stream 
that is quite wonderful to look at— 
broad and deep. Years ago, when 8t. 
Louis was small and river traffic was 
important, all the stores were facing 
this river. Later railroads came along 
and the town built west. Today blocks 
and blocks of the most interesting prop- 
erty in the city are devoted to dead- 
alive stores, warehouses and tenements. 
It would be an easy matter and a profit- 
able one for the city to condemn suffi- 
cient property to make a splendid drive 
along this river and give the city a 
real air. It would transform it instant- 
ly inte a kind of wonder world which 
thousands would travel a long way to 
see. It would provide sites for splendid 
hotels and restaurants and give the city 
& suitable front door or facade. 

But do you think this would ever be 
Seriously contemplated? It would cost 
money. One had better build a park 
away from the river where there are no 
old houses. The mere thought of trad- 
ing the old houses for a wonderful 
scene which would add beauty and life 
to the city is too much of a stretch of 
the imagination for St, Louisans to ac- 
complish. It can't be done. American 
cities are not given to imagination out- 
= the walks of trade.

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be only superficial differences in the. methods in- 
dorsed by the two major parties. The administration, 
after the AAA upset, obtained passage of the Soil 
Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, under 
which bounties are paid to farmers who follow soil- 
conserving practices. And now, after a conference 
with Gov. Landon, former Gov. Lowden of Illinois 
announces that payment of Federal bounties to farm- 
ers for following such practices will also be part of 
the Republicans’ farm program. 

Benefits undoubtedly will result from the improved 
methods being brought about by these bounties. There 
is a decided political advantage as well in making 
such payments to a large group of voters. However, 
the bounty method has come under severe criticism 
from soil conservation authorities. Reference has 
been made to the educational and demonstration 
activities of the Soil Conservation Service, which has 
had unquestioned success in stopping erosion, at a 
cost of $5 an acre. This cost is much lower than 
the amount per acre paid out in bounties. 

Writing in the New Republic, Jonathan Mitchell 
recently summed up the situation in this sentence: 

Experts say that if Messrs. Roosevelt and Wal- 
lace had been ready to turn over to the Soil Con- 
servation Service the $470,000,000 to be distribut- 
ed through the SCADA in 1936, and had been 
ready to repeat this appropriation for two more 
years, the threat of erosion in this country would 
be definitely ended. 

Gov. Landon had been previously quoted, by Sen- 
ator Carey of Wyoming, as asserting that benefit pay- 
ments did not constitute a “permanent” solution of 
the farm problem. The immediate benefit of boun- 
ties, however, brings votes, while the scientific pro- 
gram of the Soil Conservation Service can promise 
only long-range results, and therefore is not such 
an efficient vote-getter. 

Bounties add to the cost of government, and the 
Republican orators have been eloquent about econ- 
omizing. But the value of benefit payments in prac- 
tical politics seemingly has won the day. 
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THE LATEST DIONNE. 

When Joseph Robert Telesphore Dionne arrived in 
the world in the wake of his five famous sisters, it 
was as if Beethoven, having created the Ninth Sym- 
phony, had turned his hand to a popular ditty. It 
was bad theater. But life has a persistent way of 
ignoring the rules of the drama, and Joseph Robert is 
here, and we are, therefore, confronted with what 
the frock-coated gentlemen at Geneva call a fait ac- 
compli. To the senior Dionnes, the idea of having 
a single new baby who will be permitted to coo and 
gurgle at home instead of in a hospital under con- 
trol of the state is no doubt delightful. It is an ex- 
cellent thing for parents to be able to hold title to 
their own child. 
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A DANGEROUS BOUNTY PRACTICE. 

Admirable as is the principle of retiring railroad 
employes at age 65 with pensions; the manner in 
which the plan is being put into execution by the 
Government has undoubted dangers. Because the 
Federa] courts have ruled against the part of the re- 
tirement bill providing for the levying of taxes to 
raise pension funds, the Government is making the 
payments out of the Treasury. For this purpose, the 
recently adjourned Congress voted $46,685,000. 

This is a procedure similar to that adopted with the 
farm plan. The Supreme Court, in the AAA decision, 
knocked out the processing taxes from which benefits 
were paid. Thereupon, Congress passed a makeshift. 
farm bill, still providing for benefits, but paying them 
direct from the Treasury. The total appropriated for 
this purpose is $470,000,000. 

This method of evading court rulings is dangerous 
because it provides for large outlays to benefit a par- 
ticular group while omitting the first requirement 
of revenue legislation, a provision for raising the 
money. The people as a whole are taxed for the ben- 
efit of a special interest. Another instance of this 
practice is the premature payment of the soldiers’ 
bonus, which similarly benefited a specific group at 
the general public's expense. A strong incentive thus 
is provided for creation of pressure gro to raid the 
Treasury. , 

The political element doubtless enters into this ar- 
rangement. The farmers are a large group: more 
than 10,000,000 in all; almost half the population 
(64,000,000) lives in rural regions. Railway labor 
includes 1,250,000 workers, strongly organized, whose 
support of the administration is virtually assured by 
the present step. Be that as it may, the practice of 
throwing open the Treasury to these special groups to 
evade a court ruling is a most dangerous one. 
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THIS SICK WORLD. 

At the age of 78, after more than half a- century 
of teaching and research, Dr. Franz Boas, distin- 
guished anthropologist, has announced his retirement 
from active service at Columbia University. It is in 
no cheerful mood that Dr. Boas looks out upon the 
world as he gives up his routine duties. It is a “sick 
world,” in his view, and Germany, his native coun- 
try, is “the sickest of all.” ; 

To Dr. Boas as a scientist and as a lover of lib- 
erty, the most serious symptom in the world’s illness 
is the rise of racial discrimination. It offends him | 
from both standpoints to hear “race heredity” grave- | 
ly discusssed, and to see privileges granted or with- 
held. with that purely illusory quality as — basis. In- 
dividual heredity, he points out, is a scientific fact, 
but all European races are a mixture of so many 
stocks that “to speak of ‘race heredity’ is nonsense.” 
His resignation accordingly means to Dr. Boas ab.

The cause of tolerance needs fight- 
ers With the scientific knowledge and expository abil- 
ity of Dr. Boas. By using his pen and his voice 
against bigotry, he will write a fitting sequel to a 
great academic career. 
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POLITICAL RACKETEERING. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday printed the news of 
an attempted shakedown of two Madison County 
(1ll.) businesses by a so-called salesman of the 1936 
Democratic national convention book. The solicitor 
drove an automobile and seemed io be “working” the 
area. 

The “quota” of a factory which had enjoyed a con- 
tract with the Federal Government was set at $10,- 
000, according to ita office manager. The president 
of a brewery says he was told that his firm would 
be expected to buy $500 worth of the books. They 
are priced at $2.50 a copy. 

When the brewery head called the salesman’s at- 
tention to an Illinois statute which prohibits beer 
and liquor: manufacturers from making “any con- 
tribution, directly or indirectly, toward the cam- 
paign fund or expenses of any political party or can- 
didate for public office,” the salesman is said to have 
replied: “You understand this is just a business prop- 
osition. You will be wanting favors, you know.” 

Notwithstanding the brewery president's emphatic 
reply that he would not contribute, the solicitor 
said he would come back for a check in the near 
future. Before going, he left order blanks for the 
books. 

Charles Michelson, publicity director for the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, has laid the blame on an 
advertising firm which he says is handling the sale 
of the book. According to Mr. Michelson, salesmen 
“who are working on a commission sometimes be- 
come too enthusiastic.” 

Now that the party chiefa know what is going on, 
it is up to them to issue a few salutary instructions. 
This whole business of raising campaign funds 
through advertising in and the sale of “convention 
books”—a practice of both parties—is shot through 
with abuses. When it is accompanied with such in- 
timidation as that seen on the East Side, it becomes 
an intolerable form of political racketeering. 
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A MASTER OPPORTUNIST? 

W. G. Clugston, whose article about Mr. Landon ap- 
pears under the cartoon today, is credited with being 
the first person to mention the Kansas Governor as 
a possible presidential candidate. This writer, 
whose work at Topeka has brought him into close 
and continuous touch with Mr. Landon, foresaw that 
the Governor’s victory in 1934 in face of a country- 
wide Democratic landslide would project him into 
the 1936 presidential picture. 

Mr. Clugston describes the Governor as a master 
opportunist. At a time when it was expedient for him 
to favor the New Deal, he did so, thereby garnering 
the votes of thousarids of Kansans. Later, as the 
potential Republican nominee for President, he 
trimmed his course to approval of New Deal*ideals, 
but disapproved of New Deal methods. It may have 
been a thoroughly sincere evolution of thought; but 
linked with other things cited by Mr. Clugston, it 
recalls the sobriquet of Gov. Landon’s campus days, 
namely, “The Fox.” 

There is, for example, the matter of civil service. 
Gov. Landon made quite an impression when he tel- 
egraphed his interpretation of the civil service plank 
in the Republican platform, construing it to mean all 
officials below Cabinet rank. But in his two terms 
as Governor, he has permitted Kansas’ civil service 
laws to lie fallow on the books. 

When he was campaigning against “Doc” Brinkley 
in 1932, he countered the goat-gland specialist’s prom- 
ise to reduce State automobile license fees to $2.50, by 
& promise to reduce them to 60 cents. He failed to 
keep that promise. On the liquor issue, the Governor 
worked both sides of the street and got the support 
of both wets and drys. 

Altogether, Mr. Clugston’s portrait is hardly a re- 
assuring one. All successful politicians, of course, 
are compromisers. Indeed, without a reasonable 
amount of compromise, the task of governing great 
numbers of persons with conflicting aims, ambitions 
and interests would hardly be possible. But “master 
opportunists” are quite another thing. The term im- 
plies a lack of principle. 

As we have said before, however, the country has 
yet to make the acquaintance of the Governor. It 
knows he can ride a horse and cast for trout, but it 
has yet to take his measure as a possible occupant 
of the White House. Three and a half months lie 
between now and the election and, in that time, the 
candidate will be compelled to reveal himself. Until 
he does, the independent thought of the country must 
suspend judgment. 
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THE FIRST TASK. 

Attorney-General McKittrick has met public expec- 
tation by filing an injunction proceeding in Cole 
County Circuit Court to restrain the Secretary of 
State from placing the insurance code proposal on 
the ballot. 

His petition is a powerful one. He charges that 
the petitions contain a sufficient number of illegal 
signatures to invalidate them; that the matter pro- 
posed to be voted on is not a proper one to be sub- 
mitted under the initiative, in that it is a revision of 
statutes already on the books and not new legisla- 
tion; that the enacting clause of the proposed code 
is defective. 

Mr. McKittrick informs the court that unless it is- 
sues “its writ of injunction, a great fraud will be per- 
petrated upon the State of Missouri, and the funds 
in the public treasury will be wasted and dissipated 
in the furtherance of an unlawful, illegal, fraudulent 
and void initiative proceeding.” He estimates the po- 
tential cost of the initiative proceeding to be $325,000 
— $275,000 to newspaper publishers for printing the 
text of the 100,000-word proposal and $650,000 for 
other expenses. 

Meanwhile, the proponents of this racketeering 
scheme are still hiding their identities. It is subject 
for wonderment how they expected to put over a deal 
like this without public outcry and without eventual- 
ly assuming responsibility. Now that their brazen ef-

Landon: An Objective Portrait

LFRED MOSSMAN LANDON may be 
A éevenaea upon to take advantage of 

every opportunity that presents itself to 
advarice his candidacy and the cause of his 
party between now and November. If the 
G. O. P. leaders had combed the country, 
they could not have found a candidate bet- 
ter fitted by training, character and environ- 
ment for making the best of every oppor- 
tunity that presents itself. As a strategist, 
he is a master opportunist. 

Landon not only likes people; he also 
knows what people like. He is a shrewd 
observer, and a pretty good actor despite a 
self-consciousness which handicaps him as a 
speaker. He is quick-witted, if not pro- 
found; he is genuinely interested in the 
everyday affairs of life, and this has given 
him a superficial knowledge of so many 
things that he is conversationally conversant 
with the ideas and ideals of almost every 
individual he meets up with. He is demo- 
cratic by nature—a lover of the simple life. 

In short, Gov. Landon is the kind of man 
who can make himself equally at ease at 
a farmers’ picnic, at a noon-hour lunch pail 
gathering of laboring men or at a social 
function dominated by the elite of the land.

Nothing in his career has shown Gov. 
Landon’s ability to reach his goal by riding 
with opportunity, no matter in which direc- 


‘tion it may be going, better than this atti- 


tude toward the Roosevelt New Deal. 

After Landon and Roosevelt had been in- 
ducted into office in 1933, the Kansas Gover- 
nor went along wholeheartedly with the re- 
lief and recovery undertakings. He ap- 
peared to be looking toward the dawning 
of a new era every bit as much as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. When he came up for re- 
election in 1934, with the New Deal still very 
popular, he was careful not to take a stand 
against its key measures. Plainly, he saw 
that to do so would cost him thousands of 
votes among the benefiting farmers and 
laboring people. So he took the stand that 
he was willing to co-operate with the na- 
tional administration in its every worth- 
while endeavor. 

As soon as he began to be talked of as a 
possible opponent to Roosevelt in 1936, 
however, Landon began immediately to 
change tactics—to take a position that 
would enable him to appear as a character 
in contrast to Roosevelt. In order to get 
away from his former attitude of favoring 
the New Deal, he began to declare he was 
not opposed to its ideals, but merely to the 
manner in which the New Deal méasures 
were being administered. 

The Landon pronouncements in favor of 
self-reliance and rugged individualism carry 
the sincere convictions of a man who has 
gone out and bucked the world  single- 
handed and won economic independence. He 
naturally believes that the individual who 
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depends upon his own resources makes the 
best citizen. 

The practicing of economies in his per- 
sonal business has contributed largely to his 
success as an independent oil operator. 
Also, his habit of practicing cautious bold- 
ness. He is not afraid to take a chance, but 
if the odds are not in his favor, then the 
reward must be unusual for him to begin a 
new undertaking.

As Paul W. Ward has so ably pointed out, 
inconsistency is not an accursed jewel in the 
strongbox of Gov. Landon’s political stores. 
He could see nothing wrong with insisting 
upon an all-encompassing civil service for 
the national Government despite the fact 
that he had done nothing to make the Kan- 
sas civil service laws operative. Nor has it 
ever troubled him, apparently, to condemn 
broken pledges on the part of the admin- 
istration while forgetting his own short- 
comings in fulfilling campaign promises. 

In the 1932 gubernatorial campaign, 
Brinkley, the independent goat-gland spe- 
cialist, was getting a lot of support on a 
pledge that if elected, he would reduce the 
cost of automobile license plates to $2.50. 
The Landon strategy board saw what hay 
Brinkley was making with his prom- 
ise, and so the Landon organization made a 
pledge to reduce license tag costs to 60 
cents. Of course, Landon did no such thing 
after he ‘took office, because this would 
barely cover the administrative costs and 
would leave nothing for highway work. But 
he did sign a bill which cut the cost of 
tags nearly in half. 

No one can attain the governorship of 
prohibition Kansas without mastering the 
art of keeping in the good graces of fanatics 
who carry their emotionalism into political 
campaigns with the spirit of crusaders. 
Landon not only had to do business with 
this far-flung tribe, but he came on the 
scene at a time when there also was a spo- 
radic uprising of wet fanatics in the State. 

National repeal had just been made possi- 
ble, and there was an insistent demand that 
the people of Kansas be allowed to vote on 
whether they desired to ratify repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. The drys blocked 
this vote, with the tacit support of Landon.

The drys won, by 
some 20,000 more votes than Landon won 
by. The saloon was kept out of the State 
so far as hard liquor was concerned. But 
beer has continued to be sold, despite the 
fact that there is no legal sanction for it, 
and despite the fact that the State derives 
no revenue from its sale.

AGREEMENT AT LAST 


$45,000,000 Appropriation 
Accepted at Midnight Caucuses 
After Demonstrations. 


By the Associated Press, 
HARRISBURG, Pa, July 14.-- 
Republican and Democratic Sen- 
ators, in the presence of a booing 
crowd of jobless, broke a deadlock 


that shut off unemployment relief 
last week and agreed today to ap- 
propriate $45,000,000 for payments 
until the end of January. 

Before the agreement was 
reached in midnight caucuses the 
“hunger marchers” for four hours 
held demonstrations in the State 
Capitol plaza and shouted derisive- 
ly from crowded galleries. State 
police with nightsticks patroled 
the throng. 

The jobless demanded $100,000, 
000 for relief, while Gov. George H. 
Earle, Democrat, had asked $55, 
000,000. Organization Republicans, 
who control the Senate, insisted 
only $35,000,000 was needed. 

The deadlock had blocked the 
Governor's $60,0000,000 tax program 
and stopped relief more than a 
week ago. 

“To Prevent Starvation.” 

“In order to prevent starvation of 
our 600,000 unemployed, needy men, 
women and children, I will accept 
the $45,000,000 relief appropriation 
offered by the Republican majority 
in the Senate,” said the Governor. 

“If this $45,000,000 proves inade- 
quate, sole responsibility will rest 
upon the Republican majority in 
the Senate which refused to appro- 
priate $54,294,000, recommended by 
Karl de Schweinitz, State Adminis- 
trator, and indorsed by the state’s 
outstanding authorities on unem- 
ployment relief and social wel- 
fare.” 

Shouting their demands for cash, 
clothing and food, waving fiery 
banners and insisting, “We'll stay 
here until we get what we want,” 
the “marchers” came into Harris- 
burg yesterday from a dozen or 
more eastern and hard coal coun- 


ties, 
Mayor Takes Collection. 

Mayor 8S. Davis Wilson of Phila- 
delphia, attempting to mediate the 
long quarrel in the Legislature, ad- 
dressed the unemployed and took 
up a collection for food. The State 
Emergency Relief Board told the 
“marchers” that, while cots were 
provided for them, there was “not 
a cent left for food.” 

The compromise was reached in 
separate caucuses. Four tax bills 
were brought to the floor from 
committee for action. 

The bills, in addition to the 
$7,500,000 liquor tax now in effect, 
and the $500,000 estimated to be 
provided from extension of the in- 
heritance tax to property jointly 
owned, would provide a total of 
$36,000,000. 

The committee later will recom- 
mend other revenue proposals to 
yield the remaining $9,000,000 of the 
compromise amount. The House 
then must agree. 

The Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives today gave approval to 
a $5,000,000 transfer from special 
funds for unemployment relief in 
July, while galleries, crowded with 
unemployed, cheered. Administra- 
tion spokesmen said Gov. Earle, 
who previously opppsed 
raiding of special funds” 
sign the measure. 

The unemployed delegations re- 
fused to “accept” the Senate com- 
promise figure at a mass meeting 
on the steps of the capitol today. 

C. Harold Spencer of the Work- 
ers’ Alliance, Wilkes-Barre, said 
“The only way we will accept the 
$45,000,000 is to get the assurance 
of the Legislature that the money

HEARING CONTINUED 


Hotel Manager’s Lawyer Says 
Noise Is Being Re- 
duced. 


Sam Koplar, manager of Hotel 


Chase, got a two weeks’ continuance 


today in the hearing of complaints 
from the Park Plaza Hotel manage 
ment and several residents of the 
Park Plaza, who sought to have the 
Chase’s liquor license suspended be- 
cause of “loud music and noise” on/| 
the Chase’s roof garden. 

Koplar’s lawyer, in asking for the 
continuance, told Excise Commis- 
sioner Thomas L. Anderson that 
conditions had been and were being 
improved, and said it was likely 
that by July 28, the date set fur 
the next hearing, the complaints 
would be dropped. John J. Nangle, 
attorney for the Park-Plaza man- 
agement, consented to the continu- 


ance. None of the complaining resi- 
dents of the Park Plaza appeared. 
The complaints, as has been tola, 
came- from occupants of suites on 
the south side of the Park Plaza, 
which rises above the Chase on 
Kingshighway, north of Lindcli 
boulevard. Koplar today expressed 
the belief that there would be no 
more complaints from these neigh- 
bors. 

No More Late Soloists. 
“It wasn’t the music they minded, 
so much as the singing,” Koplar 
said. 
reached pretty hard for the high 
notes, and one baritone who stood 
too near the microphone, or some- 
thing. So we're not having soloists 
on the late part of our programs 
now. 
“Judge Hennings (Thomas C. Hen- 
nings, vice-president of the Mercan- 
tile-Commerce Bank and Trust Co.) 
was one of those who complained. 
{ had a talk with him, and agrewd 
to have sound enginéers go over the 
whole situation, both as to the Park 
Plaza guests and those at the Chase 
—for don’t forget, we have our own 
guests to consider, too. 


“The sound engineers came, and 
cut down the installation of. loud 
speakers from four to two, and 
turned those two toward Forest 
Park. We are through every night 
by 1 a. m., except 1:30 a. m. Sun- 
day. The complaints, as I under- 
stand it now, were due more to the 
musicians rehearsing after closing 
time than they were to the regu- 
lar programs. We haveicut out all 
that late rehearsal business. 

“Just the other day, one of the 
Park Plaza neighbors told me our 
music was not half so bad as it 
was last summer, when they used 
to play and sing that ‘Flying 
Trapeze’ number so muck.”

The Excise Commissioner has a 
regulation against after-midnight 
music in open air places selling 
liquor, where it disturbs the neigh- 
bors.

O EVERYONE in Moscow, 
T wnetner Russian or foreign, the 

absorbing question in that week 
of strain and sorrow was the ab- 
sence of Trotzky. It was a period 
of intense popular emotion and we 
all knew that tto nine-tenths of the 
Russian masses Trozliy was second 
only to Lenin in popular esteem. He 
was said to be sick and traveling 
to a cure in the Caucasus, but noth- 
ing could condone his absence save 
the fact that he was so near death 
that it would have been fatal for 
him to make the return journey, 
which was not the case. Whatever 
may have been his reasons, Trot- 
zky’s failure to pay his last tribute 
to the dead leader horrified the peo- 
ple of Moscow as a want of respect 
and good taste. It was, moreover 
@ political error of the first magni- 
tude and dealt a fatal blow to Trot- 
zky’s prestige, which his adversaries 
were quick to see and turn to good 
account. To this day I cannot 
imagine why he did not come. The 
night after the funeral I discussed 
the problem with my friend Rollin, 
the only French correspondent in 
Moscow at that time, who had held 
an important position in the French 
Navy as personal aide and adviser 
to the Admiral commanding the 
French forces at Constantinople 
and was one of the chief editorial 
writers of the Paris Temps, which 
ranks as the semi-official organ of 
the French Government. 

Rollin agreed with me that Trot- 
zky’s absence was inexplicable. 
“From all I can learn,” he 3aid, 
“Trotzky is not even dangerously 
ill, although I won’t accept the 
view that his illness is wholly, or 
mainly, diplomatic.” He paused and 
rubbed his high, broad forehead. 
“Yes,” he said, “it’s extraordinary— 
worse than any surrender. How 
pleased Stalin must be!” ' 

“Don't you think that _ rivalry 
stuff has been exaggerated?” I 
asked. “After all you must admit 
that the Bolshevik leaders are sin- 
cere, and surely Lenin’s death will 
induce them to iron out any per- 
sonal differences that may have ex- 
isted before.”

66 LD people amaze me,” writes 
a young man, “especially the 
very old. It would- seem as 


‘if the old—even those who have no 


definite religious ideas—have an 
unconscious faith that all is well. 

“Otherwise, it is not easy to un- 
derstand the serenity with which 
they live the few last years of their 
life. If not extinction, a profound 
experience awaits them, but they 
do not bother about it. 

“Unless they believe, or feel, that 


‘their lives are linked with some- | 


thing permanent, every lovely thing 
on earth, the flowers of spring, the 


ties of love, would bring an intense 


sadness of heart. 

“It makes me wonder, as Hardy 
wondered at a §weather-beaten 
thrush singing on in a dreary win- 


ter day, of whom he said, ‘Some | 


blessed hope whereof he knew and 
I was unaware!’ Maybe he was 
right, too.” 

Yes, life has its own wise way 
of preparing us for the profound 
change ahead of us. A simple un- 
conscious faith, such as a child has 
in life, the old may have in death, 
and ought to have betimes. 

Or perhaps we ought to call it 
trust—a quiet trust in the sanity 
of life, in what Stevenson called 
the ultimate decency of things, and 
the veiled kindness of God. Faith 
is for youth, trust for old age. 

Long ago Schiller said that “What 
is so universal as death must be 
beneficent,’ and he was right. Life 
upon this earth; without death, 
would be intolerable. There is an 
instinct for death, as for life. 

As Dr. Holmes told us,. Nature 
gives us “a black drop” now and 
then toward the end, deadening 
both our feelings and our fears. 
Youth resents death, but age, at 
last, longs for it as a release. 

Age ought to make us not only 
more confident, but more tolerant, 
more patient, more gentle and 
therefore more just in our judg- 
ments. Youth is stern, dogmatic, 
exclusive—age is more merciful. 

After all, why not trust life, tax- 
ing its truths as they are taught 
us, knowing that the Lord and 
Giver of Life, who has brought us 
to where we are, will have us in
